@he Movement in Favor of the Oleomargerine Bill— 
Wr. Randall's Tariff Bill—-Proceedings of the 
Bouse of Representatives—Other News 
and Gossip at the Capital, Btec. 


Wasnincron, July,5.—[Special.)—The dai- 


rynien’s organization, which is backing the 
oleomargarine bill, has been recently puttiag 
forth all its energies to insure the passage of 
that measure by the senate. It has tried 
especially to bring to bear inflaences on south- 
ern senators. The strongest opposition to the 
bill m the house came from southern mem- 
bere, who contended that it is an attempted 
perversion of the taxing power of the govern- 
ment, in that it taxes one industry for the 
benefit of another. Most of the southern sen- 
ators are also opposed to it on constitutional 
grounds, A memorial against the passage of 
the bill has been receivei from the Atladta 
board of trade. One of the reasons presented 
therein is that the bill brings into disrepute 
cotton secd oil, which is now the subject of an 
active industry in the south. 
MR. HARRIS’S TOBACCO BILL, 

A delegation of tobacco manufacturers are 
here urging the passage of the bill of Mr. 
Harris, of Georgia, which amends the present 
law as to the form in which manufactured to- 
bacce shall be packed. Manufactarers in Loui- 
siana aud Florida claim that. their climatic 
conditions render it impossible for them to 
observe the present law as to styles of packing 
without serious loss. 

INTERSTATE COMMERCE, 

Jndge Reagan said tonight that he would 
make every effort to get congress to pass the 
intérstate commerce bill at this session. He 
thinks it would be bad policy for the demo- 
crats to go before the country in the coming 
campaign with a record of having 
done nothing at this session 
but pass the appropriation bills and 
quarrel over the tariff. The difficulty about 
obtaining action of the question of interstate 
commerce, as has often been stated in these 
dispatches, lies in the wide difference between 
the house and the senate as to the methods of 
regulation. Each house is wedded to its owa 
plan and the failure of two years ago will be 
re-enacted. 

_ RANDILL’S TARIFF BILL, 

The ways and means committee seems to 
have made up its mind ‘to report Mr. Randall’s 
tariff bill adversely to the house, This is done 
by Mr. Morrison and his friends on the com- 
mittee as a rebuke to Mr. Randall, but it will 
be found when they try to call up this ques- 
tion at the next session thatthe Randall bill 
will be a serious obstacle in the way of their 
more extreme measures. No further effort to 
tinker on the tariff will be made this session.

The General Deficiency Bill—An Interésting 
. Debate. 

WASHINGTON, July 5.—After unimportant 
preliminary business, the house went into 
‘Gm niitee of the whole, Mr. Hammond in the 
chair, on the general deficiency bill. 

In epesking toa clause. relating to the pay 
of witnesses, Mr. Sprinver caused to be read a 
letter from Attorney General Garland to Sen- 
ator Allon, explaining that the increase of 
expenditures for these fees in 1886-was cause 1 
by the fact that there was a deftiency in 1885 
and consequently a large amount of busines 
of that year was carried over to 1886 and also 
owing to the prosecution of polygamous Mor- 
mons under the Edmunds act, and on 
account of the prosecution of 
offenses arising under the general land laws. 
These were necessary and unforseen expe 1ises 
and we Ought not to take exception to the in- 
erease of expenses on thisaccount. Whaile 
there has been a trifling increase of expendi- 
tures in the matter indicated, yet there has 
been @ large decrease of expenditures during 
tae fiscal year just closed as compared with 
the previous fiscal year. ‘his decrease in all 
departments of the) gevernment amounted 
according to statements of treasury oflicials, 
to $22,500,000. The new brocm of this admin- 
istration is sweeping clean and much better 
results may be anticipated for the ensuing 


ear.

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WoORKINGMEN MERT. 


Twenty Thousand Laboring People in Union 
Square. 

New York, July 5.—A meeting, atten led 
by about 20,000 persons, was held this' aiter- 
noon in Union Square under thefauspices of the 
Central Labor union. The gathering was of 
workingmen, and the purpose of the conven- 
tion was to appeal to the workingmea of Great 
Britain and Ireland to suppori, by their votes, 
candidates for members of parliament who 
are pledged tothe cause of home rule, 8 hes 
were made by Henry George, ple, vnrnae 
Boyd, Father McGlynn, and others, and » 
memorial to workingmen abroad was then read 
by-the chairman and was adopted. Four 
stands for speakers had been erected in Union 
Square, three of them upon the plaza at 
Seventeenth street. The fourth was a 
German stand. Soon after 3 o’clock bodies of 
laboring men, bearing banners with the name 
of the trade to which each belonged, and 
many of them headed by bands, began filing 
fiom the avenues and side streets into the 
square. They took places about the four 
stands erected for the speakers, 

Among the organizations that artended 
were 1,000 members of the Ale and Porter 
Brewers association, 500 members of the Shoe- 
makers Protective association, 3,000 members 
of Progressive assembly No. 2, of laborers, 200 
members of the Society of Wood Carvers, 2,000 
of the union Operators Union,1,000 of the U nit- 
ed, Pressmens Union, 1,200 of the United Tailors 
Union, 4,000 of the Association of Longshore- 
men, 2,000 United Brass Workere, 1,000 Tai- 
lors of childrens jackets, 5,000 Operative 
Plasterers; 1,000 tin and slate roofer, 100 
marble woikers. 

On the grand stand were the Hon, William 
A. Rebinson, of Brooklyn, Henry George, 
Rev. Father McGlynn, and leaders in the 
various trade unions, Police Inspector Steers, 
with two hundred policemen, was present, 
Robert Blissert, president of Central labor 
union, presided. The banners of the various 
organizations were lifted to the stands of the 
speakers. When the meeting had been organ- 
ized a resolution denouncing Captain McCal- 
lagh for placing officers at the recent Cooper 
ubion meeting was passed. His dismisszal from 
the force was demanded as an evidence that 
the ‘rule of monarchial government in this 
country should not be inaugurated.” 

Captain McCullagh was present and he 
stated that there was in his official act no pur- 
pose ofinterference with peaceable citizens, 
While the captain was speaking, the flooring 
of the stage collapsed and a ludicrous, but not 
distressing scene followed. The stage was re- 
paired. Robert Blessert said that before loag, 
probably Ireland would also have aday of 
independence to celebrate. Mr. Boyd said 
that class distinctions in America were can- 
celed when the {statue of George III was 
pulled dewn in Bowling Green, 
and when German, Englishmen or 
Irishmen came to this country it 
was to become Americans. When help was 
sent to Ireland, it went from Americans and 
brothers. Ifthe English and Scotch loved 
fair play they would grant liberty to Ireland. 
Mr. Boyd ridiculed the idea of some pcople 
that Ireland could not rule itself. He quoted 
Lord Wellingtou, who, when it had been as- 
serted in the house of lords that the Irish 
were aliens, replied: 

“T have seen these aliens do their duty.” 

Irish soldiers always have done their duty 
in fighting England’s battles. In conclusion 
Mr. Boyd called for cheers for “grand old 
Gladstone’ and “brave Parnell,” and thoy 
were given with enthusiasm and lasted leng. 

The following telecram from General 
Muster Workman T. V. Powderly, of the 
Knights of Labor, was next read : 

“SCRANTON, Pa., July 5.—Robert Blissert, Chalr- 
man: 1 cannot i1each you in time. May your 
mceting encourage Messrs. Gladstone and Paraetl 
to continne their struggle for home 
rule, self government and equi! rights 
for the Irish people. Let them further resolve to 
inavegurate republican simplicity to the land we 
live in, so that men, not mam shall rule in the 
future; so that God’s acres shall be fully enjoyed 
by God’schiidren, The motion you make in New 
York today will be seconded by the workingmen 
of the cntire western world. 

Keading of the telegram was greeted by 

heers. ; 

Henry George paid a warm tribute to Glad- 
stone and Parnelland retired amid great cheer- 
ing. Rev. Dr. McGlynn, of St. Stephens’ 
Roman Catholic charch, made an addreas, 
in which he said he was glad ‘of the chance 
to add his voice to this magnificent tribute of 
sympathy for Ireland. You are here not to 
ineult England or to elevate Ireland, but to 
send cordial ‘greetings to English, Scotch, 
Welch and Irish people. Ex-Congressman 


William C, Robinson, of Brooklyn, made the 


closing address. Mr. Robinson was received 
in astorm ofthe wildest enthusiasm. His 
remarks were constantly interrupted by 
cheers, and he retired aftera brief speech, 
amid the greatest app'ause; The park cottage 
tlatform was set apart for lady speakers. Lil- 
lie Devereaux Blake had charge of the stand, 
and was the first speaker. She thought it 
time women took a part in national affairs, 
and the lady followed out that suggestion with 
a brief address. Mrs. Delia 8S. Parnell 
followed Mrs. Biake. The Irish leader’s 
mother was greeted with cheers. She said her 
wantof health prevented her speaking at 
length. Her feelings, she said, were strong. 
As she; stood before such a multitude it recall- 
ed to ber her ancestors who fought 
for Erin’s liberty and for 
humanity against the pernicious landlords 
who ruled over Ireland. In giving ‘sympathy 
to Ireland Mrs, Parnell urged that her hear- 
ers should not neglect to send them what is 
more needful and practical, money. Madam» 
Delscluse and Margaret Moore also spoke 
briefly.

INDEPENDENCE. DAY. 


CELEBRATION OF THE FOURTH 
ALL OVER THE COUNTRY. 


Speeches in Tammany Hall by Mr! Randall, Senator 
Vance and Others— Richmond Observes the Day 
in Old ante-Bellum Style—Casualties 
in Indianapolis and Elsewhere. 


New York, July 5.—The Fourth was cele- 
brated here today with the usual noisy de- 
monstrations, beginning at an early hour of 
morning. The weather was fine, though 
warm. The display of flags and bunting in 
the city .was universal, Exchanges, courts, 
federal buildings, the custom-house and 
wholesale stores were all closed. A very large 
and‘enthusiastic assemblage attended the cele- 
bration at Tammany hall today. The chief 
speakers were Senator Vance, of North 
Carolina; Congressman Samual J. Ran- 
dall, of Pennsylvania; J. Randolph 
Tucker, of Virginia, and Congressman 
McAdoo, of New Jersey. Senator Vance took 
occasion to score civil service reform as un- 
democratic and unconstitutional, his remarks 
being enthusiastically received. He also re- 
ferred briefly to the tariff, asserting that with 
free trade, New York would soon be the 
greatest city in the world. 

Mr. Rendall spoke very briefly, and made 
no reference to the tariff. He ssid that the 
predictions made in the campaign of 1884 
that democratic 
ter had been proven false, 
since the government was now managed with 
gieater economy than formerly. He spoke 
in favor of home ruie in Ireland as did all the 
other speakers. 

Mr. Tucker made an outspoken free trade 
speech, prophesici eternal democratic sn- 
—— and aroused the wilde-t enthusiasm 

y getting the band to play both “Carry me 
Back to Old Virginny,” and “Yankee Doodle,” 

Letters of regret were read from President 
Cleveland, Governor Hill,“Mr. Tilden, and 
many other prominent democrats. 

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND'S LETTER. 

Following is the president’s letter to the 
Tammany tociety: 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, June 28, 1836, 
Hon. P. Henry Dugro, Grand Sachem: My Dear 
sir:—M H public duties here will prevent my meet- 
ing with members of the Tammany society on the 
5th day of July,to celebrate the birthday of the 
republic. I should be very glad to join those who, 
on that occasion, will ‘renew their plepges of de- 
votion to the principles for which he ‘fathers 
of the republic fought.’’ These principles 
had no relation to personal advantage or ambi- 
tious schemes, but were adopied and cherished be- 
cause their enforcement promised prosperity and 
greatness to a free and victorious people. For 
these ——— the fathers of the republic fonght, 
in full hope and expectation that their descend- 
ants and those who shou'd occupy the fair 
land transmiited by them, would also in unselfish 
pride ind noble patriotism foster the principles 
which had made their government free and the 
citizenship which had made their country 
great. In discharge of the solemn trusts 
thus laid upon us, Is found the only 
guaranty of the realization of all that has been 

romised us under our form of government 

anger arising from a lack of watchfulness and 
vigilance is ever present, and abuses constantly 
threaten tochoke the growth of patriotic senti- 
ments. Itisthen most fit and proper that at the 
celebration of a day which inspires such noble 
thoughts, and on an occasion which suggests such 
lofty sentiments, our pledges to the principles of 
our fathers should be solemnly and sincerely re- 
newed, ard our love of country be mvived and 
strengthened.

GENERAL SUSPENSION IN PHILADELPHIA. 

} mina DELPHIA, July 5.—Independence day 
was citirely given to the enjoyment by Phila- 
delphians, and all business houses and facto- 
ries were closed. The streets in the business 
portion of the city were almost entirely de- 
serted. Great crowds of people spent the day 
in the park, and vhe steamboats and railroad 
trains were crowded with excursionists to 
neighboring towns in New Jersey, 
Delaware and Pennsylvania. Ae notable 
feature of Bthe day was the great number of 
private picnic parties in the park,an independ- 
ent day custom, which has been rapidly grow- 
ing herefor years. The mayor's proclamation 
forbidding the firing of pistols and crackers 
was strictly observed and the number of 
“nowder accidents” reported to the police 
were very few and not one alarm of fire was 
sent to the fire-department during the day. 

A QUIET TIME IN WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, July 5.—Independence day 
was celebrated here very quietly. The de- 
partments were all closed and all business 
houses gave their clerks holiday. The associ- 
ation of the oldest inhabitants met in accord- 
ance with their usual custom, and after listen- 
ing to the reading of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and singing the ‘Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner,” elected officers for the ensuing year. 
This evening there was a display of fireworks 
on monument grounds, witnessed by fully ten 
thousand people. 

THE DAY IN RICHMOND. 

RIcHMOND, Va., July 5.—The Fourth was 
celebrated here today more generally thaa for 
many years. A greas many business houses 
closed, also many public offices. Excursions 
and picnics were numerous. The colored 
milita of Richmond, reinforced by com- 
panies from Norfolk, Portsmouth, Petersburg, 
Fredericksburg, Lynchburg and Washington, 
with two bandsof music, paraded the streets 
and then proceeded to the state fair ground, 
where a sham battle was fought in the 
presence of a very large crowd, Late in the 
afternoon Governor Fits-Hugh Lee, escorted 
by his staff in fall uniform, and mounted, 
went to the grounds and reviewed the ig 

The governor made a speech, in which he 
spoke in complimentary and congratulatory 
terms of the colored military of the state. At 
the Confederate Soldiers’ home an artillery 
salute was fired, and there was quite a pleasant 
jollification. Phil Kearny post Grand Army 
Republic, by special invitation from the B. E. 
Lee camp confederate veterans, were present 
and participated in the festivities. 

CASUALTIES IN INDIANAPOLIS, 

INDIANAPOLIS, July 5.—This has been a fa- 
tal Fourth, although the casualties have not 
becn even remotely caused by the celebration 
ofthe day. Edward L Palmer, a young man 
sfilicted with epilepsy fell from a freight train 
ina fit and received fatal injuries, Fred 
Kellish, a farmer, drove into the river to wash 
bis wagon and was swept off by the ¢urrent 
and drowned. J. D.Cannon stspped out of 
the way of a moving train at the union tracks 
only to be knocked under the wheels of one 
approaching if an opposite direction, and was 
killed. 

A FINE TIME IN CHARLESTON.

CUT OFF FROM THE STAIRWAY, 
fo>ced a skylight and came out on the roof. 
Another tried the front fire escape from the 
fourth floor but was driven to the roof. He 
was slightly burned. Another man rushed 
fromthe rear fire escape and came down 
thretgh another building, It was at first 
thought that ten or fifteen persons had been 
burned to death, buta subsequent search by 
the fremen revcalcd two dead bodies. They 
were beth men of middle age who had been 
steeping In bunks. Thev were both found on 
the tloor in the middle room ‘on the fifth floor, 
and one was burned beyond recognition, 
Neither one had been identified this morning. 
In fighting the flames four firemen were badly 
hurt. John T. 0’ Malley, of a hook and ladder 
company, was severely cut in the shoulder by 
plate glass. The origin of the fire is a mys- 
tery, 28 all the fire in the house was out. It is 
probably attributable to the fourth of July cel- 
ebration. The loss to the restaurant owner is 
abcut $6,000, fully insured. The loss on the 
building is about $10,000, partially insured.

A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


A Jealous Negro Drives an Axe Into His Mis- 
tress’s Head. 

CLARKESVILLE, Tenn., July 5.—[Special.]— 
Today, George Alf Procter, colored, entered 
the houge of Sue Hays, near the tobacco ex- 
change, with an axein his hand and a pistol 
in his pecket. Finding Sue on the back porch, 
he stepped up behind her, driving the axe in 
the back of her head.

MONTICELLO, Ills., July 5,—A farmer named 
Wildman, residing in Unity township, this 
county, yesterday murdered his wife and then 
tried to commit suicide. He made several 
gashes in b‘*s throat, narrowly missing the 
aiteric:,and finding himself still alive he 
forced the knife upwards into his mouth, 
splitting his tongue. Sometime since Mrs, 
Wildman, by the death of a relative, fell heir 
to $12,000. She did not regard her 
busband as a roper custodian 
and so willed it to their children.

ANOTHER POOL TOTTERING. 


The Colorado-Utah Association About to Go 
to Pieces. 
From the St. Louis Republican. 


One by one the western pools go to pieces, 
The latest one to be added to the list is the Colo- 
rado-Utah association. The Burlington and Mis- 
souri River railroad have given the required no- 
tice of withdrawal from this pool, and its tinal dis- 
solution will tak in afew days. A meeting 
of the managers of the various roads interested in 
this pool will be held in Chicago July 16, tocon- 
sider the situation, and will try to bring about an 
arrangement that will prevent the complete de- 
moralization: of rates. The causes which im- 
pelled the Burlington to give notice of witharawal 
from this pool are that under the existing 
agreement it has no chance of successfully 
competing with its competitors on Utah and 
Colorado business. It is compelled to pool the 
leading commodities, such as sugar and canned 
goods, to Colorado and Utah points from Missouri 
river points, while the Central Pacific refuses to 
pool such business. The Denver and Rio Grande 
and the Union Pacific haul the Central Pacific bus- 
iness 1o Denver from Ogden, and consequently they 
back up tbe Central Pacific in its ition, as 
thereby they avoid the pooling of that class of bus- 
iness, while the Burlington, which has no line 
west of Denver, has to pool everything, and it does 
not propose to labor any longer under such a dis- 
advantage. The dissolution of the Colorado-Utah 

l weet of the Missouri river wiil carry with it 
the dissolution of the Colorado-Utah pool east of 
the river, as under the agreement one cannot be 
earried without the other. 


MORE RAILROAD TROUBLES, 


Fouthern Roads and Their Western Connec- 
tions at Outs, 


A Chicago special says: By a disagreement 
between the southern roads connecting with Chi- 
cago and the Ohio pool lines, the latter have cut 
their connections off from all special rate privi- 
leges and demand full tariff rates on all north 
bound business. This isin retaliction for similar 
action adopted by the southern lines on traffic from 
Chicago,|especially that of heavy meat and pro- 
vision shippers. By the refusal of the southern 
roads to prorate on this business to Atlanta and 
other large southern cities, it has been sent round 
by way of Baltimore and Norfolk, in which way 4 
cheeper rate was obtained, and the Ohio river 
lines lost the traffic. By the new move the south- 
ern lines are caught with heayy contracts made 
for Gelivery ot pig tron from.Birmingham, Ala., to 
Chicago at a special rate which they can not now 
deliver excepi at a loss. A conference has been 
arranged between the northern aud the southern 
roeds to come off at Washington, D. C., the 15th 
instant, when mutual concessions will doubtless 
be made.

The Richest County. 

The man who plJants should take courage. 
There are in the United States thirty-three 
counties whose agricultural products 
amount in value to over four million dollars 
each. Of the thirty-three, the state of New 
York furnishes fourteen; Pennsylvania, 
seven ; Illinois, six ; California and Massa- 
chusetts, two each, and Michigan and Con- 
necticut, one each. Of these rich counties, 
Lancaster,in the state of Pennsylvania, leads 
al] the rest, her agricultural products, ac- 
cording to the census of 1880, amounting to 
OO, PV0,H09. 

It is important to know what is raised in 
the rich counties. Lancaster raises vast 
amounts of tobaceo—twice as much as any 
other county in the United States. The 
county also raises vast quantities of corn, 
oats, wheat, and abont forty thousand cows 
make enormous quantities of milk, butter 
and cheese. 

Here is a lesson in intensive farming that 
the farmers of the south shonld stady. That 
the farmers of a single county should make 
nearly ten million dollars’ worth of staple 
products in a year is wonderful. 

In rich counties the people are thrifty 
and markets are mear. Therefore, the 
farmer who cares to be rich should be 
thrifty, and keep at least one eye on encour- 
aging home industries and building up local 
enterprises. 2s

The ex-Empress Eugenie has 
him as her choice, in the event of 
a revolution or convulsion, render- 
ing it possible for a Bonaparte 
to again ascend the throne. Naturally this 
thrusts bim to the front, and he cannot help 
it if his father is passed over. 

‘Plon-Plon’’? owes his unpopularity with 
the French to himself, and to Eugenie. 
He was never very trre to his cousin, Louis 
Napoleon. He wasa sham in everything. 
In the Crimean war he brought ridicule upon 
the French by precipitately resigning and 
returning home. His exense was that he 
was threatened with illness, He was very 
solicitons about his health. There had been 
typhoid fever or something in his family, 
with fatal results, and he was determined 
not to take any risks. 

This practically killed him. His cousin, 
the empress, lost no opportunity of making 
him the target of her stinging wit, and the 
emperor heartily joined her. In all the 
changes of public opinion that have occurred 
since that time, the unfortunate ‘‘Pion- 
Plon” has remained under the ban. His 
ability and personal courage have been un- 
derrated, and his son, a mere boy, is re- 
garded as the head of the family. Under 
the circumstances it is not surprising that a 
coolness exists between the two princes, but 
it may be that a common disappointment 
wili bring them together again. 

The Panama Canal. 

It is possible that the resolutions recently 
introduced by Congressman King, of Louis- 
iana, have had a depressing effect upon the 
Panama canal enterprise. The resolutions de- 
clared that the American government would 
not submit to any action on the part of the 
French republic tending to secure the con- 
trol of the canal. 

At that time De Lesseps and his backers 
were endeavoring to induce the French gov- 
ernment to authorize a lottery to enable them 
to raise $160,000,000. It is now stated that 
the chances are against the lottery, and even 
if it be permitted, public opinion ‘will be 
against it and the enterprise it is intended 
to aid. 

The leading financial houses in France are 
growing panicky on this subject. Some go 
so far as to. say that the project is hopeless, 
and one of the Paris papers advises the 
French people to give up the canal, which it 
pronounces the most seriovs disaster that 
ever befell France except the German war. 
Too much money has been invested in this 


big ditch for the investors to give up with-" 


outa struggle. The probability is that in 
some way more money will be raised and 
the work carried ona year or two longer, 
At the expiration of that time, if it should 
appear that the job is too costly an under- 
taking, we may expect to see the whole bus- 
iness collapse. 

Still, wedo not predict the ultimate fail- 
ure of the canal. On the contrary, it is safe 
to say that it willbe constructed in the near 
future, Butthe Americans are more likely 
to reap all the glory and profit than the 
French or any other people. 


A YEAR ago a druggist’s mistake resulted in 
tha death of Margueritte and Dilla tvlz of 
New York, Dr. August E, Loewenthall was 
engaged to Margueritte, and was very greatly 
shocked by the tragic death of his sweetheart. 
He was prostrated, and for months his health 
declined steadily. Lately the  poison- 
ing has been under discussion in some 
of the medical journals. A writer claimed 
that there was evidence to show conclusively 
that the elder lady did not die from morphine 
poisoning, but from atropia, the antidote ad- 
ministered to her by the corps of physicians.

Gordon met such an ovation in Walton on Friday 
that will long be remembered far, beyond the

THE CREW STREET BIDS REJECTED, 

Mr, Mitchell stated that the street commit- 
tee had given the alleged collusion between 
the bidders for the work on Crew street a 
careful and thorough investigation and that 
the committee desired to repoii: 

““We find that there was sufficient under- 
Standing between some of the bidders to have 
a tendency to destroy the competition sought 
for by letting the work out to the lowest, bid. 
der, and .we recommend that none of the bids 
be accepted for the Crew street work, and that 
the commissioner; of public works re-adver- 
tise for macadam paving on Crew street from 
Peters to Crumley.’ ’ 

The report was adopted. City Clerk Gold- 
smith then read a new petition for the work 
om Crew street and an ordinance direc ting 
the commissioner of pee works to advertise 
for bids and award the work was adopted. 

THE TOBACCO TAX, 

W. L. Tappan, T. C. Mayson and many oth- 
er retail grocers of the city, are contesting the 
tax ordinances. The grocers carry a full line 
of tobaccos and cigars, and last week when 
they began paying their license tax, City Clerk 
Goldsmith required them to pay an additional 


license tax as dealers in tobacco and 
cigars. Previous to this year 
their tobacco and cigar business has 


been made good under their license as grocers, 
but the tax ordinance of ’86 requires them to 
pey a license tax foreach line, They object 
te this and are petitioning the council to con- 
strue the Ordinance as it was before. Imme- 
diately after the petition had been read, Mr. 
Middlebrook introduced an ordinance grant- 
ing grocers the right to deal it manufactured 
tebacco without requiring additional licenses 
from them, the grocery men. 
' MR. BEATIE’S VIEWS, 

“T hope that matter will be referred,” said 
Mr. Beatie, ‘until we can give it a careful in- 
vestigation. While barrooms were open the 
principal eale of tobacco and cigars in Atlanta 
veas conducted in those places. Now that the 
egloons have been closed, the trade must go 
elsewhere. If the retail grocer gets it, I 
think the license ought to be paid,” 

“Section 28 of the ordinance for ’86,” said 
Mr. Collier, “reads as follows: ‘Different 
branches of business shall be carefully classi- 
fied und defined as to what constitutes a legit- 
imate line of goods for each particular busi- 
ness, and in every case Where more than one 
of the pursuits, employments or occupations, 
which by charter and ordinance are required 
te be taxed, shall be pursued or carried on in 
the same place by the same person, at the 
eame time, the tax shall be paid according to 
the rates severally prescribed by ordinances 
regulating the same, for each pursuit, employ- 
ment or occupation, and for each different and 
separate line and character of goods specially 
enumerated in the schedule contained in sec- 
tion 28 of this ordinance.’ ”’ 

A motion{ to refer the matter was made, 
and the ayes and nays were called for and re- 
sulted: Ayes, Messrs..Gremling, Kinyon, Gar- 
rett, May, Beatie, angier and Roy-—-7; nays, 
Messrs. Collier, Middlebrooks, Mitchell, Green, 
Rice, Bell and Kirkpatrick--7. Mr, Cooper, 
who was presiding, yoted aye, and theordi- 
nance was referred. 

ANOTHER TAX TROUBLE, 

The tax committee reported adversely upon 
the petition of Hiram O'Neil, a colored con- 
tractor, who wanted to pay a license tax on 
his business and not a tax on each of his drays 
agcharged. The rules were suspended and 
Capiain Newman stated that O’Neil was not 
doing adraying business, but was a contractor. 

STILL ANOTHER TAX TROUBLE, 

Mr. J. C. Kimball appeared before the coun- 
cil and stated that the ordinance requiring 
ceal and wood men to pay a license on each 
dray would work a great hardship. 

“For,” said he, “it will simply result in 
making the poor people lose money,” 

“How?” asked Mr Green. 

“Well, as it is a great portion of a coal deal- 
er’s trade is poor people who buy a half dollar 
and dollar’s worth of coal atatime, As it 
was before the new tax ordinance we could 
give them full measure. As it is we will have 
ta charge them twenty-five cents for each 
load delivered, whether the load is a half ton 
or a balf dollar.”

NEVER GET DRUNK ANYMORE. 

Mr. Cooper created quite a sensation by in- 
troducing an ordinance requiring the arrest of 
all persons teen upon the streets drank, The 
ordinance read: 

Be it ordained by the-mayor and general coun- 
cil of Atlanta:—Srcrion 1. That, from and after 
the passage of this ordinance, it shall be unlawful 
for any person to be and appear on the streets of 
said cityin an intoxicated condition; and any 

erson 80 offending shall, on conviction thereof 

efore the recorder of said city, pay a fine of not 

exceeding one hundred dollars or ve imprisoned 
not longer than thirty days, either or bothin the 
discretion of the court. Provided, that any person 
so convicted of such offense may relieve himself 
or herself from the penalty thus incurred and im- 
posed by forthwith giving information and evi- 
dence which will lead to the conviction of the per- 
son or persons unlawfully furnishing him or her 
with the liquors by which he or she became thus 
intoxicated. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the court convict- 
ing the offender under the provisions of the forego- 
ing section of this ordinance, to ig form the defend- 
ant of the manner therein proyided for relieving 
himself or herself from the penalty attaching to 
said offense.

One of MoBride’s Clerks Finds Burglare Secreted in 
the Store—Burglare Bnter Menko's Clothing 
Houee—A Railroad Contractor Arrested 
On a Telegram—Other Bvente. 


H. H. Jones, well known by the many pat- 
rons of the McBride Queensware emporium, 
on Wall street, had a thrilling, hair raising 

last night. 

At a dead hour of the night he encouatered 
two burglars. 

About half past ten oclock Mr. Jones was 
walking along Wall street, and when directly 
in front of the store door heard a noise inside 
the store. A glance at the front of the house 
showed him that the gas jets 
which are kept lighted all 
night were the only ones burning, and 
this indicated that no one was in the build- 
ing. Mr. Jones wasin the act of moving on 
when he again heard the noise, whic at first 
attracted his attention. The noise could not 
have been made by rats, and thinking that 
some the clerks had entered 
the store, Mr. Jones ste »ped 
up to the door with the intention of ging in; 
but found the door locked. As he turned the 
knob, however, the noise inside was repeated. 
This time it was so loud that he felt certain 
thatsome one must be inside. He peered 
thiough the glass, but being unable to see any 
one took his key from his pocket and opening 
the door walked in. He then looked carefully 
through the store room and the couating 
room, but without seeing any one, and was in 
the act of leaving when he observed 
a bundle, as he thought, of 
clothing under the counter. Actuated mora 
by curiosity than anything else, Mr. Jones 
walked up to the bundleand gave it a kick. 
The kick was followed by a remarkable event. 
The instant Mr. Jones’s toe touched the bun- 
dle it began to move, and before Mr. Jones 
could realize it a man sprang to his feet, and 
in less than asecond another man was beside 
him. As the two men rose from the floor they 
sprang by Mr. Jones, and with the speed of 
wind darted for the door, which was stand- 
ing ajar. The men arising as they did from 
beneath the counter was such a 
surprise to Mr. Jones that he was un- 
able to recover himself until they were well 
gone. Asquickly as he could realize what 
was transpiring Mr. Jones rushed to the door, 
but the men were nowhere to beseen. Mr. 
Jones gave the alarm and when the patrol- 
map, who was on the beat, responded re-en- 
tered the store and turning on the gas began 
making an investigation. The store had not 
been molested to any extent, but aft«r a thor- 
ough examination Mr. Jones discovered that 
acase of fruit knives had been taken. He 
called at police headquarters and left a de- 
ecription of the stolen goods. He was unable 
to give any description of the men, and could 
pot say whether they were black or white 
men, Itis not known how the men entered 
the store, as all the doors were locked, bat it 
is believed that they entered in the 
afternoon before it was closed and managed to 
secrete themselves. They had probably jast 
begun te look about for something to take || 
away when Mr. Jones fortunately passed the 
store. Captain Crim is now investigating the 
matter. 

Burglars With Rope Ladders. 

One of the most carefully planned and suc- 
cessfully executed burglaries that has ever 
been worked in Atlanta was executed some 
time Sunday night, Menko’s clothing house, 
on Whitehall street, being the place burglar- 
ized. Some time during the night the burglars 
walked up one of the public stairways leadiag 
to the second floorjof the Centennial building, 
and gained the roof by crawling througha 
window. They then jumped upon the roof 
over the rear of the store and, finding the 
skylight, cut a hole through it and reached 
the clasp which held it down and 
in place. They then had no troublein re- 
moving the plat. and glass. Underneath the 
skylight wasa net work of burglar alarm 
wires through which aman could not pass 
without sounding the alarm. This impedi- 
ment to their work the burglars overcome by 
cutting the wires with a pairof tweezers. 
They then fastened a rope ladder to the roof 
of the building, and with ease went down into 
the store. They appeared to have plenty of 
time, because plenty 
of everything wanted. A 
balf dozen ood large valises 
were first selected, Then these were packed 
with shirts, collars, cuffs, buttons, socks and 
such other articles asthe burglars’ fancy dic: 
tated. After selecting ali they wanted, the 
burglars climbed up the ladder and made their 
escape without attracting the attention of any 
one. The burglary was detected early yester- 
day morning, and was reported at once to po- 
lice headquarters. During the day detectives 
who were detachei to work the cases, recoy- 
ercd one of the valises. Judging by the con- 
tentsof the valise recovered, the burglars 
must have gotten away with four hundred 
dollars worth of goods. 


Bound Over for Wife Beating.~ 

Alfred Wellborn, the negro manJwho was 
arrested Sunday night by Patrolman Lyman 
and Hildebrand, was arraigned in police court 
yesterday ——. The evidence showed 
conclusively that Wellborn had whipped his 
wife severely, and that he had cut herin the 
stm with a knife. Wellborn denied the cut- 
ting and said that his wife ran against the 
knife at the time the wound was made. He 
was emphatic in denying that he had put pol- 
son in the milk and syrup, and said that a 
negro woman, who was anxious to get his wife 
out of the way, did it. Judge Anderson asked 
Wellborn foratwo hundred dollar bond for 
wife beating. 


Bound Over for Assault and Battery, 

G. F. Backus, Joe Backus, Wm. McGlauchen 
and W. H. Jentzen, the four men who engaged 
in the quarrel and the rough-and-‘tumble fight 
on Wall street early Sunday morning, were 
arraigned in police court yesterday morning.
